WRONGS IN RUSSIA. 


Persecutions Suffered by the 
Hebrew Race Under the 
Czar’s Despotic Rule. 


A Conference Called to Devise 
‘Means to Combat Oppression. 


Funeral of Count Andrassy-— The Biggar 
Obsequies Postponed—The French Fre- 
tender Will Not Ge to Prison—He Will 
Be Escorted Beyond the Border—Young 
Abraham Lincoln’s Condition—Libel Law 
in France—The Parnell Repert—Affairs 
in Buenos Ayres—Canadian Comment 
On the Extraditien Treaty Foreign 
News. 


Lonpoy, Feb. 22.—The unrelenting warfare 
against the Hebrew race in Russia and the lu - 
termittent anti-Semitic crusades in Germany 
and other countries have led to proposals for 
a meeting of prominent and representative 
European Jews, to which itis understood a 
few Americans of that race will also be in- 
vited, at Amsterdam or some other city in 
a small nationality in the course of 
the coming summer. The principal measure 
to be discussed will undoubtedly be the rais- 
ing of a fund to be devoted to the protection 
oftheir brethren fromthe persecutions and 
invidious distinctions to which they are now 
subjected in the majority of countries 
throughout the world. 

Baron Hirsch bas promised to attend such a 
congress, if it takes place, and it is confi- 
dently said that the storm of indignation 
aroused by his famous pamphiet of last year, 
wherein he practically urged the assimilation 
ofthe Jews with the people among whom 
they dwell, has convinced him that the spirit 
of the race is, at least at present, unsub- 
dued. This pelng the case, he is of the 
opinion that the only course is for the Jews 
to fight in every possible manner for the right, 
using largely the press and persistent per- 
sonal appeals to persons exalted by position 
and reputed for justice and humanity. 

The apparently implacable attitude of Rus- 
sia toward the Hebrew race has led to 
enormous losses among the shopkeepers 
and financiers in the different provinces 
where the debtors openly defy the Jews, 
whose expulsion they deem a temporary in- 
tervention of Providence in their behalf. . 

The thirty lawyers just exiled from Odessa 
were among the most prominent In that com- 

relal city, and by their departure more 

mportant transaction will be 

hindered, if not prevented altogether, to the 
great loss of trade there. 


The Extraditioa Treaty. 


Orrawa, Ontario, Feb. 22.—The action of 
the Senate on the extradition treaty creates 
some mild surprise here. The last treaty was 
killed because one or more of its clauses were 
offensive to the National League party. This 
was perfectly understandable, but no ons 
bere can understand the hair drawn ob- 

ctions of Senator Gray to the clause provid- 
ng for the extradition of persons charged 
with obtaining money or other valuables 
under false pretences. 

Hon. David Mills said that honest Americans 
ought to have far more desire to see a com- 
prehensive extradition treaty in operation 
than Canadians need have. The flight of 
criminals, be said, is almost altogether from 
the States to Canada, and therefore 
itisthey who would be most anxious and 
most concerned over the matter. Canada has 
no voice in the making ofthe treaty. Techn- 
ically treaties are made by the Queen with 
foreign countries,and Her Majesty negotiates 
through her advisers or servants for all her 

ossessions. The Canadian Parliament may 

y courtesy be asked toratity any such treaty, 
Dut it js not necessary to make it effectual. 

G. . R. Cockburn, member for Center 
Toronto, said that the clause which was elim- 
inated dy- the Senate, obtaining money or 
other valuables by false pretences, was one of 
the most important clauses in the treaty. 
„Now, he said, we bad some crooked 
work exposed in the Ontario bank a stort 
time ago, and one of our employes 
fied to the United States. We 
had to get him back under safe 
conduct from the Attorney-Generai to assist 
usin discovering the rascality of the other 
employes ofthe bank. Well, it is probable 
even under this new treaty we will be in no 
better position. Icannot for the life of me 
see why bonest men should object to making 
the scope of the treaty as wide as possible. If 
a convention of criminals were forming a 
treaty, I could understand their desire to 
narrow and restrict it as much as possible. 

Prof. Weldon, member for Albert, author of 
a comprehensive extradition bill, which 
passed Parliament last session, said his first 
thought wh@n he beard that the Senate had 
ratified the treaty was one of pleasure. He was 
sorry, however, that the ‘‘false pretences’’ 
clause had been stricken out, as it would 
be found that that would cover pane a variety 
of offenses and let a number of crimimals go 
scot free.

Young Abrabam Lincoln. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, Feb. 22.—When the sudden change 
for the worse of young Abraham Lincoln oc- 
curred yesterday the doctors haa just told the 
Minister that unless an immediate operation 


was performed death was only a matter of a 
few hours. The cause of this critical situation 
was a deposit of fluid in the left pleural cav- 
ity, which made the patient’s breathing op- 
pressive and seriously retarded the action of 
the heart. The only way to relieve this was an 
operation familiarly Kuown as lapping the 
chest, which, while not specially dangerous 
in itself, incurs in it a fatal risk to a person 80 
weak as young Lincoln, Still it wasthe only 
hope and the doctors frankly explained the 
situation to the family, who then consulted 
the patient. Thelad faced the crisis with the 
same cheerful cour that he has shown 
throughout his Ulness assented to the op- 
eration, which gave him one chance for re- 
covery. Fortunately be cameoutof it much 
better than was expected. He is recovering 
splendidly from the effects of the anwsthetic. 
Minister Lincoln said that while his son’s con- 
dition is still serious, the chances of his ulti- 
mate recovery are at least as good as they 
were before the crisis which necessitated this 
operation. 


The Elections in Hawaii. 


SAN FRANCIGCO, Cal., Feb. 22.—The steamer 
Australia, which arrived from Honolulu this 
morning, brings almost complete returns of 
the election for Nobles and representatives 


held in the Hawallan Kingdom February 2. 
Returns by steamer a week ago led tothe 
belief that the opposition or National 
Reform party had gained a sweep- 
ing victory; but present advices which in- 
clude returns from all but two districts show 
that the success of the National Reform party 
was confined principally to the Island of 
Oahu, on which Honolulu is .situated, and 
later returns indicate that the Re- 
will have a small majority 
Legisiature. Returns s0 
far received give the Reform party thirteen 
members in the House ot Nobles, the Na- 
tional party (or Opposition) ten mombers; 
in the House of Representatives the opposi- 
tion has fourteen and the National Reform 
party twelye members. 

The Honolulu Advertiser concedes that the 
two remaining seats inthe House of Repre- 
sentatives will be held by the National Re- 
formers, thus making the two parties a tie 
in that house and giving the Reform party a 
slight majority in the House of Nobles. 


The German Elections. 


BERLIN, Feb. A. — The returns thus far re- 
ceived fromthe elections for the Reichstag 
show the election of 2] Conservatives, 13 Na- 
tional Liberals, 66 Ultramoutenes, 12 Liberals, 


3 Poles, 1 Independent Liberal, 10 Alsatians, 
8 Democrats and 1 Dane, Returns have also 
been received from 104 other districts in which 
none of the candidates received a majority, 
aod consequently second ballots will be neces- 
sary in all ot them. Theofficial returns will 
not be known for several days.

The facts in the case have all come 
out, and the public is about as familiar with 
the clroumstances of the killing as the attor- 
neys or wituesses, but as to how those facts 
are to. be used and what course 
is to be pursued on either side 
of the case those who know are 
silent. And they will probably remain so un- 
til after the preliminary hearing. A hard fight 
will be made atthat hearing, but it is not at 
all probable that the defense will outline its 
policy there because it is sure that, unless 
there is a very decided turn in the case, Prose- 
cating Attorney Mudd will have the Grand- 
jury indict Vall when it meets on March 3,and 
it is not improbable thatthe indictment wil! 
be found before the preliminary examination 
is concluded. Under such circumstances 


there would be nothing to gain by exposing | 


the defense, since the preliminary hearing 


will be almost a useless form. 
THE MISSING OVERCOAT. 

Charles F. Vail was arraigned before Justice 
Thro of St. Charles yesterday morning, and 
ey not guilty to the charge of murder. 

he defense urged that the examination 
should take place at onee, but the State asked 
for ten days’ time In which to prepare. Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Mudd said that the witnesses 
in the case were scattered, and it would take 
some time to see them and get them together. 

Marshall McDonald insisted on an exami- 
nation at once, and between the attorneys the 
obstinate fight which will no doubt charac- 
terize the whole trial was begun. The 
justice finally set the case for Thursday, Feb- 
ruary 27. The prelimina examination will 
last over several Gays, and it is not improb- 
able that, since the Grand-jury isto meet on 
March 8, Vail will be indicted before the pre- 
liminary hearing is conciuded. After the 
hearing the attorneys for Vail returned to the 
citv to await the day for the examination, and 
in the meantime they will prepare thelz case. 

Prosecuting Attoruecy Mudd is very much 
worried over the Gisappearance of the over- 
coat in which Vail carried the pistol at the 
time ofthe shooting. The overcoat is the 
most valuable piece of evidence the State 
could have, but it is notin Mr. Mudd's pos- 
session, and he cannot find where it 18. Vail 
wore it after the shooting, but a day or two 
later he bought a new one, and since then the 
coat has not been seen. 

On Saturday last, when Vail was interviewed 
by a Post-DISPATOCH reporter, he was asked 
about the bullet- holes in the coat and how he 
accounted for the fact that the hole where 
the bullet came out was above the hole in the 
bottom ot the et. 

His reply was: ‘‘I don’t think that is a bul- 
let hole. I think it's a rip. However, the coat 
is there for luvestigat ion. 

He did not say whereit was, but he had 
possession of it. ° 

At the hearing Mr. Madd will demand the 
overcoat, and it the defense refuses to pro- 
duce it their refusal will bea strong point 
against Vail. Is may be, however, that they 
do not want the prosecuting attorney to have 
It any sooner than possible and that when it 
is demanded in court it will be produced.

GRANITE BECONSTRUCTION, 


The Boardof Pubiicoim provements Alarmed 
at the Position ef the House of Delegates. 


The members of the Board of Public Im- 
provements look with alarm at the sentiment 
of the House of Delegates, particularily the 
Public Improvements Committee of that 
branch of the Assembly, on the subject of 
granite reconstruction. Of late nearly every 
ordinance providing for granite reoonstruc- 
tion recommended by the board has been 


siaughtered in the House, and the impression 
now prevails in the City Hall that there 
will be few granite reconstruction 
bills posses b resent House. 
The principal objection isthe cost. The in- 
terested property-owners, rather than bear 
their share of the cost, urge the defeat of the 
bills in the Assembly and succeed al- 
most in every instance. e commis- 
sioners believe in pushing this work 
and consequently object to the tendency 
of the Assembly to retard and defeat their 
efforts. Commissioner Burnett, speaking on 
E subject to-day, said that he favored 
granite reconstruction and accordinaly did 
not like to see the bills defeated. ‘‘There 
is, 1 su but one thing left for 
the board, „ and that is to have the 
money appropriated for the granite work 
transferred to the fund for making new 
streets. Concerning the objections to granite, 
I know of my own knowledge that those who 
protested the most ia years gone by are 
among the most earnest supporters of this re- 
construction. Take North Broadway for in- 
stance. The property owners objected, but 
would not have any other material now. The 
money appropriated can, when it is trans- 
ferred by ordinance, be utilized for making 
new streets.’’

Proposed Memorial to Commemorate the 
Great Event.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 2. —Tbe initial 


perpetuate the memory of the events leading 
to the foundation of the 
ernment were taken in this city to-day in the 
presence and with the co-operation of a large 
and representative gathering of Congressmen 


and State authorities. 

The Nembers of Congress who participated 
In the preparatory movement to-day arrived 
in the city last evening, and this morning 
they assembled in parlor C of the Continental 
Hotel. The gathering was a notahie one, in- 
cluding nearly afull representation from the 


sentatives from the otbers. 

The visitors were taken charge of by an ex- 
ecutive committee of citizens, assisted by an 
auxiliary commijtee of City Councilmen. 

Some time was spent in social chatting, and 
shortly after 10 o’clock Gen. H. H. Bingham 
called for order and nominated ex-Gov. Green 
of New Jersey as Chairman of the occasion. 

Gov. Green welcomed the visitors on behalt 
of the Executive Committee of Governors ap- 
dointed by the thirteen States. He briefly 
outlined the inauguration of the movement to 
s commemorate the establishment of the Con- 

stitution. Hesaid he congratulated himself 
that so large arepresention ofthe States had 
putin an appearance. 

A committee of the Governors and other 
representatives of the thirteen States was ap- 
pointed to present a memorial bill to Congress 
withthe view of perpetuating in a fitting 
manner the closing events of the last century 
and the early stages of the nation’s lite. 
He invited the members of Congress 
to visit the scenes of these 
early events so memoradle in history: First 
Carpenter’s Hall, wherethe first Continental 
Congress sat and where the early frame - work 
ofthe Constitution was adopted; next, Inde- 
pendence Hall, the old Cradle of Liberty, and 
next the site in Fairmount Park, where itis 
proposed to erect the memorial. 

As each member of the delegation passed 
under the historic roof he removed his 
hat with a cisplay of veneration. The 
chairs in the old ball were not suflici- 
ent to seat all those who came, and after 
‘the Congressmen were seated a large 
portion of the assemblage remained 
standing. Gov. Green presided. 
Richara K. Betts, the venerable actuary of 
the building; was introduced and made a 
short speech of welcome on behalf of 
the carpenters’ company ofjPhiladelphia. He 
said that thirty years agoit was his duty to 
welcome on the same spot s body called for 
the purpose of erecting a monument to the 
signers of the Declaration of Independence. 

Rev. Charles Wadsworth, Jr., invoked 
Divine biessing, after which Hampton L. Car- 
son delivered the formal welcome address. 

In closing, Mr. Carson referred to the Hon. 
C. R. Brecxinridge of Arkansas, the great 
grandson of Ds. John Witherspoon, a New 
Jersey signer of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, said: 

Jo you, sir, worthy descendant of an illus- 
trious sire—one of those immortal few 
whose name can never fade from 
the scroll of history because attached 
to that great declaration which proclaimed 
our national independence, to youand your 
fellow representatives, I bid you, in the name 
ofour citizens and of the carpenters’ com- 
pany, welcome to this historical hall. May 
yourlabor and deliberatians be eminently 
successful. 

Congressman „ made a Otting 
reply, in which he spoke of the nations whose 
bulwarks were founded upon force. It was 
not 0 with us, he added, our 
country, our Govergment was founded on 
equality and justice to all. These are the

SUDDEN DEMISE OF JOHN JACOB asrTor |}. 


THIS MORNING. 


The Summons Came With Little Warning— 
Death Due to Heart Failure—He Was 
the Head of the Third Generation of 
the Wealthy Family—A Sketch of the 
Milliesaire’s Life and How the Fortune, 
Was Amasesed, 


NEw YORK, Feb. 22.—John Jacob Astor died 
suddenly at 4 o’clock this morning, at his res- 
idence, Thirty-third street and Fifth avenue. 
His death was unexpected by his family. It 
is supposed to be due to heart failure. Mr. 
Astor complained yesterday morning that he 
was feeling unwell, but in the evening he 
went out to dinner. Soon after his re- 
turn home ne became so mi that his 
family were greatly alarmed and sent for 
their physician, Dr. Fordyce Barker, who re- 
sides near by, at 34 East Thirty-eighth street. 
He at once hastened to Mr. Astor’s bedside, 
but when he reached it he found his patient 
dying. Hardly any pulse was perceptible. 
Mr. Astor continued to sink slowly until 4 
o’clock this morning, when de dled. There 
were present at his death bed William 
Waldorf Astor and acouple of other rela- 


tives. 
Jon JACOB ASTOR 


was one of the two sons of William Backhouse 
Astor, and a grandson of John Jacob Astor, 
the fret member of this celebrated family to 
settle in New York. Theeldest Astor was 
born in Waidorf, Germany, and came to this 
country over a hundred years ago, settling in 
New York, where he bullt up the immense 
fortune which has served to make the 


family famous. John Jacob, whose death oc- 
curred to-day, like the other members of his 
family, was immensely wealthy, and leaves a 
Megoificent estate for- his heirs. He was 
bora in New York and there spent the greater 

art of his life. At the death of his father, 

m, B., he received an equal one-balf of the 
estate then valued at $45,000,000, nis brother, 
William, receiving the other. Only a life in- 
terest was given them in the residuary estate, 
which descends to their children. 

THE ASTOR FAMILY. 

A short sketch of the family will be of inter- 
est here. 

John Jacob Astor, Sr., eame to New York from 
Waldorf, Germany, when quite a youth over 
100 years ago. He was the fourth son ofa 
butcher, and until he was 16 years of age he 
worked with his father. He then went to Lon- 
don and secured employment in a piano and 
flute factory conducted by his uncle. In 
1783, at the age of years, 
he came to this country 
baving to save bis earnings for some time be- 
fore he had sufficient to pay his passage. He 
brought with him some musical instruments 
which he intended to sell here. He learned 
from a furrier on the ship that a fortune could 
be made in buying and selling furs in this 
country. He entered the establishment of a 
Quaker furrier in New York, and after learn- 
ing the business decided to establish one 
for himself. He opened a place in water 
street and worked with increasing energy 
until he had bullt up a handsome competency. 
He then became the agent of the London 
musical instrument firm of Astor & Broad- 
wood, and opened a ware-room in 
New ‘ York, being the first regular 
dealer in such articles in the 
United States. At the close of the century he 
had accumulated a fortune of $250,000, He 
continued in business, engaging in every line 
that promised a big income until almosttwen- 
ty years before his death when he retired. He 
died in 1848 leaving a fortune of $20,000,000. 

HIS 6OLE HEIR 
was his son William B., who bad been assoc!i- 
ated with him in business for many years and 
in dullding 
parent. 
established the 

expending over $400,000 and the son added 
over half a million dollars to it in the shape of 
books and other donations and at bis death 
left is over , 000. He died in 
1875 and left his fortune to his 
sons John Jacob and William. The former, 
who died in New York this morning, bas been 
for many years one ofthe leaders in New 
York business and society circles. His son, 
William Waldorf, now about 38 years of age, 
graduated from the Columbia Law School in 
1875. He served a term in the New York State 
Senate and was the United States Minister to 
Italy from 1882 to 1885.

AN ARKANSAS GOOSE BONE. 
Mr. Wm. Swift Has a Natural Barometer 
He Values Highly. 

Mr. Wm. Swift hasan Arkansas goose bone, 
which he prizes more than he would a com- 
plete set of Signal Service reports. It is the 
breast bone ofan Arkansas wild goose and 
for weather forecasts it beats any barometer 
éver turned out of a factory. Mr. Swift 
showed it to a Post-DISPATCH reporter yes- 
terday. afternoon and explained how the

weather could be read by holding the bone 


between the eye and the light. 
Hold it with the keel down, he said. ‘‘You 


notice that the low part is exactly like the 


keel of many of the ocean vesseis, and that, 
sir, is what they took their models from. 
Now when you hold itupto the light you can 
notice a number of mottied spots in it. Each 
one of those indicates a storm, and from its 
size and character you can tell what sort of a 
storm itis going to be. It the spot ie dark it 
will be a severe storm; if light it will be 
simply a rainstorm or a little bad weather.

WASHINGTON A NUGWUMP. 

This is WASHINGTON’S birthday anniver- 
sary; and no American citizen can cele- 
brate it more appropriately than by read- 
ing WasHINGTON’s Farewell Address. 
Some of his warnings against excessive 
party spirit and the injustice of sectional- 
ism in politics are peculiarly applicable to 
current conflicts. For the benefit of those 
who cannot re-read the whole address 
to-day we quote the following: 

One of the expedients of party to acquire in - 
fluence, within particular districts, is to mis- 
represent tlie opinions and aims of other dis- 
tricts. You cannot shield yourselves too 
much against the jealousies and heart burn- 
ings which spring from these misrepresenta- 
tions; they tend to render alien to each other 
those who ought to be bound together by 
fraternal affection. 


* * * * — 7 

Let me now take a more comprehensive 
view, and warn you! In the most solemn man- 
ner against the baneful effects of the spirit of 
party, generally. * * * It exists under 
different shapes in all governments, more 
or less stified, controlled or repressed, but 
in those of popular form it is seen 
in greatest rankness and is truly their worst 
enemy. * * * It  gitates the community 
with ill-founded jealousies and false alarms, 
kindles the animosity of one part against an- 
other, foments occasionally riot and Insur- 
rection. * * * In governments purely 
elective it is a spirit not to be encour- 
aged. * * * It is certain there will al- 
ways be enough of that spirit for every salu- 
tary purpose. And there being constant dan- 
ger of excess, the effort ought to be, by force 
of public opinion to mitigate and assuage it. 

Every man familiar with the history of 
this country for the past forty years can 
now look calmly back and see the mis- 
chief that has been wrought in the way of 
sectional conflict and foolish and costly 
legislation by the excess of party spirit. 
No wellinformed and fair minded man 
can read the average party organ for 
three days in succession without being 
disgusted with the reckless misrepresenta- 
tion and apparently deliberate unfairness 
by which this excess of party spirit is 
fostered and directed. It openly justifies 
the most revolutionary usurpations of 
power and the most outrageous perver- 
sions of public justice to partisan ends in 
the scramble for office and power and pelf. 

It is the mission of the independent 
press to mitigate and assuage this spirit 
by the force of public opinion, and with 
the precept and example of WASHINGTON 
to aid them, the ihdependent papers 
of the country are building up a public 
opinion in behalf of civil-service reform, 
ballot reform and fair play generally that 
will soon make partisan bigotry afraid, if 
not ashamed, of its own excesses.

CONFESSION OF FAITH. 
THE TOPIC OF DISCUSSION AMONG |PRESBY- 
TERIAN DIVINES. 


What They Say of the Recent Action of Dr. 
Childs—Dr. Carters Uses Very Positive 
Languege—Chureh Doctrines That Have 
Not Been Carefully Read by Clergymen— 
Ordered te Travel. .

| — EW YORK, Feb. 
22.—The reporter 
ot a morning paper 
writing in the first 
person has the fol- 
lowing in to-day’s 
issue: The pro- 
posed revision of 
the Westminster 
Confession of Faith 
is still being talked 
about among Pres- 
byterlans every. 
where with all the 
vigor that charac- 
terized the recent 
debate of the New York Presbytery. In Balti- 
more in fact, a clergyman has made a state- 
ment that nas aroused much indignation 
among revisionists and will arouse more as 
the statement travels. 

The statement has been made in connection 
with the going over from the Presbyterian to 
the Episcopal Church of Rev. Childs of Wasb- 
ington. Dr. Childs has applied for ordination 
in the Episcopal Church and naturally the 
changé of faith has caused much comment. 

Bishop Wm. Pacet, of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Diocese of Maryland, has attributed 
the cause of Dr. Childs withdrawal from 
Presbyterianism to what he terms the present 
unsettlement of Présbyterian doctrines. 

DR. CARTER TALKS. 

The Rev. Dr. John P. Carter of Baltimore, 
has said that he thought Bishop Pacet was in 
error and added: My general idea is that 
no intelligent Presbyterian will leave the 
Presbyterian Church for any other farm of 
chureh government. Ifa man restudies his 
faith, no matter what it is, he is bound to 
change. I look upon the movement to revise 
the Westminister confession of faith as utter 
disloyalty, equal to that of the eleven South- 
ern States against the Federal Government 
which they were bound in honor to maintain. 
If a Targe number of Presbyterians should be 
found to be in favor of revision it would dl 
vide the church. The Presbyterian Church has 
many richly endowed institutions and church 


charities, received under the old constitution, 
and to change the constitution would be a 
default to this property. 

But the sting is in the concluding remark ef 
Dr. Carter: There are several, especially in 
New York, who publicly advocate a change in 
the doctrines out and outand say they have 
not even read the doctrines of the church. In 
becoming a member of the chureh they 
adopted its doctrines and to say th have 
not even read them is, when they are’ receiv- 
ing salaries, obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses,’’ 

linterviewed a numberof prominent Pres- 
byterian ministers yesterday on this last 

aragraph. — 4 said they had not heard 

rom Dr. Carter before and found upon in- 
vestigation he had no church, nor had Dr. 
Childs one. They did not consider the as- 
sertion of obtaining money under false pre- 
tences elther Christian or brotherly. I showed 
Dr. Carter’s remarks to Rev. Dr. Henry Van 
Dyke, who recently made such a strong argu- 
noe in favor of revision. Mr. Van Dyke 
said: 

do not know Dr. Childs nor do I know of 
any reason why his change from one branch 
of the Christian church to another should not 
be regarded as the consequences ofan honest 
change of views 6n his part as tothe place 
in which he could do his work most usefully 
and most happily. Personally I dislike 
changes, but I disiike even more the spirit 
which without knowledge of a man’s circum- 
stances or inward experiences finds fault with 
him and seeks to impugn either his past or 
present sincerity in making the change. 

NOBODY'S BUSINESS.

don't belleve there is one clergyman in 
the New York Presbytery who has not read 
the standard of thechureh. Nor am I willing 
to think that there is one who is not sincere in 
his allegiance. The only fair way to attack a 
man’s orthodoxy is by public accusation and 
trial before the courts of thechurch. Idon’t 
believe there is aman in the New York Pres- 
bytery who would hesitate for a- moment to 
face such an accusation and trial. But the 
spirit of slander and misrepresentation which 
accuses men of obtaining money under false 

retenses is a thing which cannot be facod 
because itis ashamed to show itself openly.’’ 

I called on the Rev. Dr. Charies B. Park- 
hurst, one of the most eloquent of Presby- 
terian divines, and who made the famous 
speech in the New York Presbytery debate a 
few weeks azo—a speech which has been ex- 
tensively quoted. Mr. Parkhurst’s state- 
ment about not having read the Confession of 
Faith until the question of revision came up 
has been much misunderstood. The fact is, 
what the doctor really said is that he did not 
read carefully every line of it. 

Dr. Parkhurst has been brought up from his 
boyhood in the Presbyterian doctrines as em- 
bodied in the Shorter Catechism. When he 
heard from me Dr, Carter’s statement he 
meekly said: 

FALSE AND MISLEADING. 

„All 1 have to say is this, thatif it has any 
reference to myself in connection with my 
statement inthe New York Presbvtery it is 
false, and from beginning to end is misiead- 
ing. It does not disturb me at all. 

I learned from Dr. Parkhurst that since the 
Presbytery debates he has received a deluge 
of letters, nearly all attacking him. Some were 
signed and some were not. That yery morn- 
ing he had received communications that 
were simply barbaric in their tone. 
However, the doctor still pursues the 
even tenor of his way. Dr. McIlvaine said that 
nobody had been alarmed at revision being 
obtained inaharry. After ali, it was only the 
modification of a few phrases that was sought, 
and to obtain that it might take ten years. 
The next step will be for the General Assembly

Miss 
Drury was neatly dressed in a black silk sult, 
and wore a seal skin sacque and stylish hat. 
She was sent to court by Dr. Wells, whokeens 
a private asylum for the insane. The 


doctor does not take violent a- 
tients, and Miss Drury’s mais a few 
days ago had assumed a very troublesome 
hase. She had broken down two doors in 
er paroxysms of insanity, and the attendants 
were compelied to strap her to bed in order to 
rotect herself and others. The petitioner for 
er confinement to the private asyium is 
Lawyer Adolph Simes, and the petition was 
granted by the Supreme Court on Saturday 
last on the certificate of Drs. John C. Shaw 
and J. H. Hobart Burge. 

Miss Drury labors under the peculiar delu- 
sion that she has a lover who is hidden from 
her in some crueland unjust manner by the 
people about her. To find the object of her 
affections is her untiring purpose. Before her 
removal to Dr. Wells’ Miss Drury had been 
stopping at the boarding-housé of Mrs. De 
Saussaure. Both ladies were school mates at 
Vassar. Miss Drury ig very respectably con- 
nected, and then lived somewhere in the 
western part ofthe State with her parents, 
who died several vears ago. After her gradua- 
tion she went to Europe and traveled exten- 
sively, having inberited considerable money. 
Miss Drury was studious in her habits and 
gave herself particulary to the study of lan- 
guages. 

I learned from Lawyer Carr, who, with Mr. 
Simes, was associated inthe legal proceed- 
ings, tbat she gave but little coherent infor- 
mation as to her associations or their habits. 
Whether there was any entaglement of her 
affections is unknown. While at the board- 
ing-house with her friend, Miss Drury moved 
constantly about the house, looking behind 
curtains and into closets in the vain search for 
her missing lover. If she meta stranger in 
any apartment she would turn wearily away 
and continue her endless search. Her lawyers 
were unable to get any reliable information 
from her. She then tola them she bad an aunt 
living in Maryland and gave them a post- 
Office address. A letter they addressed 
to the place was returned marked. 
No such erson here. She: said she 
had relatives in the West. That was also a 
misleading statement. That she is not entire- 
ly dependent appears from the fact that in 
her possession were found two checks for $500 
each and a letter indicating that she owned 
five shares of stock of the New York & New 
Jersey Improvement Co. Before Judge Clem- 
ent she became excited and spoke in a rambl- 
ing way. The Judge was impressed with the 
undoubted evidence of the woman’s insanity. 
She told him she bad a cousin ip Troy, N. X., 
but had no relations in Kings County. She 
asked to be sent to the care of a female

‘A RIVER MAN’S VIEWS. 

Few who are not familiar with the river com- 
prehend the impediment that tne bridge, if 
changed as proposed, will beto navigation. 
The changes are the reduction of tne dis- 
tance between the pliers from 1,000 feet to 765 
feet, and the lowering of the ¢levation of the 
spans above high-water mark from 75 feet to 
65 feet. In reference to this matter, Capt. 
Isaac M. Mason said: ‘‘The difference de- 
tween 75 feet and 65 feet may seem small, but 
it would mean that many of the best boats on 
the river would have to suspend business dur- 
ing the busiest season ofthe year. To hinge 
asmokxestack is not so simple a matter as 
many suppose, but this difficulty could readi- 
ly be overcome. The trouble with the - 
foot elevation is that by breaking the 
stacks ata point that would allow their pas- 
sage beneath a sixty-five-foot bridge, the 
pilot’s view would at all times be most seri- 
ously interfered with, and in windy weather 
the pllot- house would be rendered absolutely 
uninhabitable. A pllot- house is obliged to 
have a certain elevation above the water, the 
larger the boatthe greater the elevation. On 
all the large steamers hinging the smoke- 
stacks low enough to pass beneath a sixty- 
fivye-foot bridge would result in causing 
dense mass of black smoke to be 
directly against the pilot-house, rendering it

A MISTAKE OR A FRAUD? 


Merchants’ License Tax Receipts Presented 
to the Tax Collectors. 


The Tax Oollector’s Office employes made a 
discovery late yesterday afternoon which 
willleadto a searching investigation, and 
which wil show either a serious clerical er- 
ror or that the city license taxes have been 
paid to persons not authorized by the col- 
lection department to collect the same. The 
discovery was made by a deputy collector 


who started out to work up the district south 
of Marketstreet. He had a large number of 
bills to collect, and as they were all good 
ones, expected to put in a good day’s 
‘work, even though he began late. 
He had not gone far, however. when his 
presentation of the bill was met by a receipt 


ad paid bis license tax, and, of course, sup- 
posed the money had been paid over to the 
city at that time. The matter was reported to 
the office, but it was too late to do much with 
the case. A sbort investigation, however, 
begun bythe Collector showed that at least 
five merchants held receipts for their taxes, 
— the city still holds claims against 
em. 

An effort was made to-day to locate the 
nature of the trouble, but the Collector’s office 
being closed nothing satisfactory could be se- 
cured. It may be that ie a clerical error, and 
that there has simply been a negiect to record 
the taxes as paid, but the chances are sald to 
be againsht this. It it is more probable that 
some person has collected the money and 
pocketed it, though how they obtained the 
collection blanks and receipts and data as to 
the claims is a question which will bear a close 
investigation.

A Modification Earnestly Desired in Kefer- 
ence to Grain Shipments—How Short 
Reads Are Used to Demoralize Prices—

AFTER FIFTEEN YEARS. 


DANIEL R- BOOGHER GIVEN $4,500 DAM- 
AGES FOR MALICIOUS PROSECUTION. 


Arrested on a Charge of Criminal Libel in 


1874, He Proves to a Jury of Men of An- 


- ether Generation, His Innocence—Argu- 
ments Against the Trust Lew—An Injanc- 
tion Refused—Divorce Suits. 


Danie] R. Boogher won his damage sult 
against H. W. Hough, J. W. Branch and 
other officers and directors of the Life Asso- 
ciation of America, yesterday in Judge Val- 
Mant’s court, a jury giving him a verdict for 
$4,500. This, perhaps, will end a series of 
suits, which have been running in the courts, 
civiland criminal, since 1875. All this litiga- 
tion grew out of an article printed in the 
Journal in 1874, in which Thomas T. Reynolds, 
then a reporter on that paper, printed an in- 
terview he had with some officer 
of the Life Association of America. 
J. W. Branch, H. W. Hough 
and others claimed the information was fur- 
nished by Daniel R. Boogher and Mortimer F. 
Taylor. They had these gentlemen arrested 
on a charge of criminal libel, saying the state- 
ment was a fabric of falsehoods. Mr. Boogher 
wastried and found gulity, but he appealed 
tothe Supreme Court, where the decision of 
the lower court was reversed and the 
case was remanded. At the second trial Mr. 
Boogher was acquitted. This part of the ight 
lasted three years, and in 1878 Mr. Boogher 
entered suit for $25,000 damages against H. 
N. Hough, Dr. Emil Preetorius, H. J. Spaun 
horstand J. W. Branch. Mr. Boogher said in 
his petition that Mortimer F. Taylor was in- 
cluded in the warrant of criminal libel, 
but never arrested or prosecuted, but 
that the officers of the company made 


Mr. Taylor a party so as to disqualify him 
from testifying. Mr. Boogher claims that
